WALSALL health campaign¬ 
ers say they are concerned 
over figures which show more 
hospital patients have died 
than expected over the past 
year. 

Following the release of statistics 
from the NHS, Healthwatch Walsall 
says it will open talks with bosses at 
the Manor Hospital. 

The figures showed there were 147 more 
deaths than expected from the hospital in 2017. 

It was estimated as part of the report by 
NHS Digital that there should have been 1,521 
deaths at the Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
(WHNT) or within 30 days of discharge in 2017. 

However, 1,668 people died - 10 per cent 
more than had been estimated. 

Healthwatch Walsall executive director Eliz¬ 
abeth Learoyd said: “The higher than expected 
number of deaths is concerning. Healthwatch 
will be looking closely at the statistics to iden¬ 
tify which groups are particularly affected and 
ask the hospital and the clinical commissioning 
group for an explanation for this.” 

The NHS report highlighted 13 hospital 
trusts where the death rate was higher than 
expected, with the Royal Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust being the worst in the country with 475 
more deaths than were predicted. 

The trust recorded 2,654 deaths in 2017, 22 
per cent higher than the estimate of 2,179. 

However, WHNT fell within the ‘as expected’ 
range, which allowed for up to 12 per cent un¬ 
expected death rate. 

Mr Amir Khan, medical director at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, which runs Walsall 
Manor, said: “While we were in the ‘as ex¬ 
pected’ range for the number of deaths that 
occurred both within and outside of the hospi¬ 
tal environment, we analyse all cases in accord¬ 
ance with national policy and to embed changes 
from any lessons learned. 

“There are a wide range of factors that con¬ 
tribute to mortality rates which is why we work 
with partners across Walsall’s health economy 
to prioritise preventative work among people of 
all ages who use our services. 

“We are also one of the best performing or¬ 
ganisations under the HSMR national bench¬ 
marking which covers the whole of 2017/18.” 


DRAMATIC footage captures the moment a 
firefighter’s son leapt into action and rescued 
a man who was trapped in a burning building. 

Lee Bullwright has been praised for saving 
the victim’s life after scaling up a ladder into 
the building in Walsall Road, Willenhall, and 
helping him to get out safely on Saturday. 

A video taken by a bystander, who was 
watching the drama unfold, shows black 
smoke billowing out of the front and back 
windows and the chimney. 

Mr Bullwright, who is a tyre fitter, was 
working nearby in Gough Street when he saw 


the smoke and raced to the scene. Bystand¬ 
ers failed to open the front door and a team 
of builders stopped at the scene and fetched 
their three-tier ladder from their van before 
leaning it against the building to help with 
the rescue. 

Black smoke shrouded the building before 
the 29-year-old can be seen in the video at 
the top of the ladder helping the victim, only 
known as Scott, through the front window. 

The victim stayed in the building, which 
was engulfed in smoke, to attempt to find his 
dog and Mr Bullwright did the same before 


taking the decision to get out himself. Crews 
from Bilston, Walsall and Willenhall tackled 
the blaze and 20 firefighters were at the scene 
at the height of it. 

They retrieved the dog from the building 
who was alive at the time but later died. 

A firefighter from Bilston, Wesley Davis, 
said he ‘probably saved his life’. The victim 
is believed to have hugged his hero before 
thanking him. Mr Bullwright, whose father 
was a firefighter in Northfield for 20 years, 
said ‘anyone would have done the same.’

Jail for car thief 
pursued by owner 

A CROOK who sped off in a car with the 
owner clinging to the vehicle has been 
jailed for three and a half years. 

Kyle Hamer, aged 23, of St Giles Road, 
Willenhall, struck after spotting an Hyundai 
ilO parked outside Pizza Power in Stafford 
Street, Willenhall, with the driver’s window 
open and the key in the ignition. 

Mehran Bahrami saw the defendant get¬ 
ting into the car, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Mr Bahrami dashed outside and grabbed 
Hamer’s collar as the vehicle accelerated 
away with him clutching the man’s clothing 
and the side of the car. 

The defendant was later seen walking 
away and was arrested by a member of 
the public. 

Hamer, who had 24 previous convictions 
involving 48 separate offences, pleaded 
guilty to causing serious injury by danger¬ 
ous driving, witness intimidation, taking a 
vehicle without consent, driving while dis¬ 
qualified and other motoring matters.

A CYCLIST suffered serious injuries 
after being hit by a car in Willenhall.

He suffered arm and leg injuries 
and was given pain relief at the scene 
before being taken to hospital.

I'm no hero, insists 
Lee after fire rescue

350-plus Carillion staff made redundant 


“I AM no hero. Anybody 
would have done the same.” 

Brave Lee Bullwright - the 
son of a fireman - said he didn’t 
think twice about rushing to the 
aid of a man trapped in a burn¬ 
ing building in Willenhall. 

Clambering up a builder’s ladder 
Mr Bullwright, whose father was a 
fireman in Northfield for years, man¬ 
aged to drag the victim, known only 
as Scott, out of a small window. 

He then kicked in the door to try 
and save a dog in the Walsall Road 
house as well. 

Mr Bullwright said: “As he went 
down to the ground I called for his 
dog but could not see it so I went 
down the ladder too. 

“When I reached the ground oth¬ 
ers pitched in. 

“Three of us booted in the front 
door and I tried to get in to look for 
the dog. 

“I kept really low but was beaten 
back twice. It was too hot and 
smoky.” 

Convenience 

Crews from Bilston, Walsall and 
Willenhall stations arrived shortly 
afterwards and two firefighters 
wearing breathing apparatus went 
into the property and found the dog 
which was still alive when brought 
out of the building but sadly died 
soon afterwards despite desperate 
efforts to save it. 

Ms Nicky Sandhu, who runs a 
nearby convenience store, said: “It is 
very sad that the dog died but Scott 
lived and that is thanks to Lee. He 
deserves a medal. He is a hero to all 
of us.” 

At the height of the blaze, which 
started around noon on Saturday, 
there were over 20 firefighters at 
the scene with four appliances and a 
turn table ladder. It is not yet known 
how the fire started. 


ANOTHER 356 of the remaining 
staff employed in Carillion have been 
made redundant by the Official Re¬ 
ceiver. The latest redundancies come 
six months after the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based construction and support 
services group went into liquidation. 

The Official Receiver said that a 
further 21 jobs have been transferred 
to new suppliers over the past week 


and in total, more than 13,500 jobs 
have been saved. The 356 are leav¬ 
ing the business as their roles are no 
longer required but support is availa¬ 
ble to help them find new work. 

The 21 posts transferred to new 
suppliers take the total jobs saved to 
13,516 - 74 per cent of the pre-liq¬ 
uidation workforce - and 2,778 jobs 
(15 per cent) have been made redun¬ 


dant through the liquidation process. 
A further 1,277 employees have left 
the business during the liquidation 
through finding new work, retire¬ 
ment or for other reasons 

Some 650 workers are being re¬ 
tained so Carillion can deliver the 
remaining services it is providing 
until decisions are taken to transfer 
or cease remaining contracts. 


Retiring 
head bids 
farewell to 
city school 

A HEADTEACHER is set to retire after 
devoting 38 years to the teaching profes¬ 
sion. 

Maggie Hughes, principal of St Ed- 
muncrs Catholic 
Academy, in Comp¬ 
ton Park, Wol¬ 
verhampton, will 
officially step down 
from her role on 
August 31. 

She said: “It was 
a decision I came 
to and it’s the right 
time. The school is 
in a very, very good 
place. 

“I’ll miss the students and I’ll miss 
the staff very much. It’s like a big family. 
The people are easy to love and they’ve 
supported me all my time. I’ll miss them. 

“The best times were when the whole 
school gathered together in prayer and 
those are the times I will remember the 
most.” 

Originally from Birmingham, Mrs 
Hughes moved to Walsall and began 
her career at St Thomas More Catholic 
School in Willenhall. She has spent 11 
years at St Edmund’s and has been head 
since 2014. 

Problem-hit pub 
site to be homes 

AN empty pub that was closed down due 
to anti-social behaviour will be turned 
into homes. 

Plans to convert the former Vine Inn 
pub in Darlaston into apartments have 
been given the go ahead. Under the pro¬ 
posals, accepted by officers at Walsall 
Council, the Bell Street pub will become 
five self-contained flats. 

The ground floor will feature two two- 
bed apartments, with two more on the 
first floor and a studio apartment in the 
ground floor outbuilding. 

A planning statement said: “The 
premises has been in disuse for a cou¬ 
ple of years since with no scope for such 
use to be reinstated. The Vine Inn is also 
close to several other public houses.”

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Television 
thief with 
knife jailed 
for 8 years 

A MAN has been jailed for eight years 
after breaking into a home to steal 
a television armed with a knife in a 
crime spree. 

Daniel Donovan, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, had admitted three offences at 
a pre-trial hearing last month, Wol¬ 
verhampton Magistrates Court heard. 

The 32-year-old was charged with 
theft, aggravated burglary and vehicle 
interference in connection with inci¬ 
dents in a crime spree in the Walsall 
area between October 31 and Novem¬ 
ber 3, 2017. 

Stuart Clarkson, prosecuting, said: 
“The theft took place outside in Glad¬ 
stone Street, in Walsall, on October 
31, where the victim left his vehicle 
locked and secure at around 7.30am. 
He returned to find property had 
been taken including a bag contain¬ 
ing £100. The aggravated burglary 
took pace in Mentor Close, in Walsall, 
on November 2, where the victim had 
gone to bed at around 1.30am and 
heard someone moving downstairs.” 

Mr Clarkson told the court the de¬ 
fendant pulled out a three-inch blade 
after being challenged. “The defend¬ 
ant opened the door and left with the 
television, although the victim re¬ 
gained composure and got the televi¬ 
sion back. The defendant said to him 
‘you can buy another one, I need the 
money for drugs’. 

“The next day on November 3, the 
vehicle interference was in the same 
area of Walsall, where the first car 
was attacked.” 

Defending, Mr David Bright, said: 
“He is a sad, sad figure who has had 
problems in the past and has lost his 
life to hard drugs.” 

Recorder Benjamin Nicholls, sitting 
at Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
on Friday sentenced him to eight 
years in prison - to run consecutively 
to a sentence he is already serving for 
another offence.

Asbury was born in Hamstead 
before moving to the tiny two-up, two- 
down 18th century cottage. He worked 
in local forges, became a preacher and 
moved to America aged 26.

Only ape of burglaries in 
West Wlids force solved 


JUST four per cent of burglaries 
committed in the first six months 
of this year were solved - with 24 
cases not followed up because it 
wasn’t in the public interest. 

The shock figures reveal West Midlands 
Police recorded 14,081 burglaries from 
January 1 to June 30. 

But out of those, just 601 have been solved 
with the suspect being charged in connection 
with the burglary or another offence. 

In 24 cases the force said it was not in the 
public interest to solve the crime, while in 83 
instances the victim did not support police. 

Officers faced evidential difficulties in 251 
cases. And in 12,483 instances, the crime was 
recorded but no suspect was identified and the 
investigation was dropped. 

Richard Cooke, chairman of the West Mid¬ 
lands Police Federation, said ‘it was very sad’ a 
fall in officers meant the force could not effec¬ 
tively deal with burglaries. 

He said the force today had a similar level of 
officers to the level they had in 1974, adding: 
“Given the scarcity of resources, what I believe 
has happened is that we are forced to priori¬ 
tise crime depending on the level of threat, risk 
and harm to members of the public, as well as 
the likelihood of success and viable lines of en¬ 
quiry - the logic being that we need to focus 
our efforts on those offences where we have 
the greatest chance of bringing an offender to 
justice. 

“It is very sad that it has reached a point 
where we are so stretched we cannot get to 
everyone that needs us. This is why we need 
urgent new and significant investment in the 
police and a government committed to restor¬ 
ing law and order.” 

Police Chief Constable Dave Thompson said 
budget cuts and fewer officers had meant the 
force was unable to tackle everything. He said: 
“On some occasions the service will not meet 
what I want it to do and it will not meet the 
response that the public absolutely will want 
when they’re at a time of vulnerability. 

“We are drawing the bar higher than we 
used to as to what we will investigate.”

A MAN and woman were arrested af¬ 
ter drugs and £3,500 in cash were dis¬ 
covered during a police raid. Officers 
from the local neighbourhood action 
team and the force’s Tactical Support 
Team took part in the operation. 

A spokesman said: “A warrant was 
executed at an address in the Chads- 
moor area of Cannock. Approximately 
3kg of Class B drugs were recovered, 
along with approximately £3,500 in 
cash. A 23-year-old man and 43-year- 
old woman were arrested on suspicion 
of possessing Class B with intent to 
supply. Both remain in custody.” 

Murder probe 
police clear men 

POLICE investigating the murder of 
a pensioner have said four men ar¬ 
rested in connection with his death 
will face no further action. 

However, a 28-year-old man and a 
17-year-old arrested on suspicion of 
murdering 87-year-old Arthur Gumb- 
ley are still under investigation. 

Mr Gumbley died after a violent 
robbery at his home in Little Aston, 
near Walsall, in November. He was 
taken to hospital for treatment to a 
catalogue of injuries but sadly died 
three weeks later.

Car insurance 
premiums fall 

CAR insurance premiums continued 
to fall in the three months to the end 
of June. 

The latest AA British Insurance 
Premium ‘Shoparound’ index saw 
more than £18 wiped off the average 
quoted premium. 

Over 12 months, premiums have 
dropped by an average of 10.8 per cent 
to £648.10 - £78.83 cheaper - from an 
all-time high of £726.93 at the end of 
the second quarter last year. 

For the Central region, taking in 
the West Midlands, the quarterly 
fall for premiums was 3.4 per cent to 
£659.52. Regionally the largest reduc¬ 
tion was in London. 

Region fares worst 
for abuse of staff 

NEARLY 60 per cent of consumers 
in the West Midlands have witnessed 
some form of abuse towards retail 
staff in the last three years, new re¬ 
search has found. 

Insurer NFU Mutual said the abuse 
included customers belittling or pat¬ 
ronising staff and cursing and shout¬ 
ing. Physical attacks on employees 
were also witnessed. The 59 per cent 
in the West Midlands who have wit¬ 
nessed abuse is the highest percentage 
in the UK. The average is 52 per cent. 

Frank Woods, retail specialist at 
insurer NFU Mutual, said: “No-one 
deserves to be spoken to rudely or feel 
threatened at work.” 

Third show desire 
to run a business 

MORE than a third of people in the 
West Midlands would like to run their 
own business, a survey shows. 

Informi, who provide expert advice 
and guidance for Britain’s Small and 
Medium Enterprises (SMEs), con¬ 
ducted the study to see how entrepre¬ 
neurial different regions around the 
UK are. 

It found 36 per cent in the West 
Midlands would like to run their own 
business, 64 per cent of whom were 
confident it would be a success. 

55 per cent of students 
rue going to university 

MORE than half of Midlands students 
and graduates regret going to univer¬ 
sity and say they do not need a degree 
to do their job, a survey has found. 

Barclays Apprenticeships discov¬ 
ered that in the Midlands, 55 per cent 
of people who left university in the 
last five years regret their decision and 
the same percentage - compared with 
a UK average of 44 - said they did not 
need a degree to do their current job. 


Digital move to help smokers stub it out 


A DIGITAL hub to help smokers kick 
the habit is set to be launched. 

Smokers in Sandwell wanting to 
‘do it alone’ could soon be offered self- 
help online after councillors agreed to 
recommission its Stop Smoking ser¬ 
vice. 

It comes after cabinet members 
gave the go-ahead to proposals to cut 
its stop smoking budget by £360,000 
and search for a new bidder to deliver 


the service. Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, Sandwell council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and protection, 
said: “Smoking is the single biggest 
preventable cause of disease and pre¬ 
mature death in the UK, and smoking 
cessation remains a key priority areas 
for Sandwell Council public health. 

“A report to the cabinet highlights 
the reducing prevalence of smoking 
and the impact of electronic cigarettes 


leading to less people accessing tradi¬ 
tional smoking cessation services. 

“The new service will target hard- 
to-reach groups where smoking prev¬ 
alence continues to remain high.” 

The Stop Smoking service will be 
re-commissioned when the current 
contract comes to an end next April, 
councillors agreed on Wednesday. 
Council officers proposed remodelling 
the service after a drop in the number 


of smokers in the borough by 13,000 
over the past five years. 

The percentage of adult smokers 
fell from almost 23 per cent to 19 per 
cent over the five years, but is still 
higher than the national average of 
15.5 per cent. 

It meant councillors wanted to cut 
its existing budget from £810,000 to 
£450,000 to better reflect spending on 
the service. 


Carer who stole £3k 
gets sentence slashed

A CARER, who systematically 
stole more than £3,000 from a 
vulnerable man he was look¬ 
ing after, has had his ‘exces¬ 
sive’ prison term slashed. 

Cheru Dakari Allen, aged 26, 
had never been in trouble with 
police but turned to crime after 
running up debts due to a cocaine 
addiction. 

Over 10 months in 2015 and 2016, 
he repeatedly took money from the ac¬ 
count of a 35-year-old man with learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

He was rumbled when it was spot¬ 
ted some of the withdrawals had been 
made in the evening, when it was 
known the victim did not go out alone 
after 6pm. When quizzed by police, 
Allen, of Dabchick Grove, Walsall, ad¬ 
mitted what he had done and pleaded 
guilty to theft. 

Inquiries revealed Allen regularly 
took around £150-a-time in rogue 
transactions using the man’s bank 
card and PIN number, either making 
an entry in the official log. He said he 
was deeply sorry for what he had done. 

He was sentenced to 20 months’ jail 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
month. But Allen saw his 20-month 
sentence reduced to 14 months by top 
judges in London on Thursday. 

His lawyers told the Court of Appeal 
that Allen had made great strides in 
the two years between arrest and sen¬ 
tencing to change his life. 

He had beaten his drug addiction 
and found new work, Lord Justice 
Simon, Mrs Justice Carr and Judge 
Mark Brown were told. 

Ruling on the case, Lord Justice 
Simon said the theft was particularly 
serious because it was committed by 
a carer. However, he said the crown 
court judge went too far in sentenc¬ 
ing a man of good character who had 
shown ‘clear remorse’ to 20 months.

MP's joy as 
protection 
for venues 
on agenda 

COUNCILS have been urged to adopt 
new planning rules that will protect 
music venues under threat from noise 
complaints. 

Stars including Sir Paul McCart¬ 
ney had warned that proposals to 
force venues to pay for soundproofing 
neighbouring properties would drive 
many of them out of business. 

It prompted a Black Country MP to 
put forward ‘agent of change’ legisla¬ 
tion, which requires those responsible 
for new housing to pay for any sound¬ 
proofing. Now it has been formally 
incorporated into the Government’s 
new National Planning Policy Frame¬ 
work (NPPF). 

Labour MP for Warley, John 
Spellar, who campaigned with UK 
Music and the Music Venue Trust 
over the issue, said the move marked 
a victory for live music venues. I am 
delighted that the Government has 
listened to concerns expressed by MPs 
and the music industry about the fate 
of music venues across the country, 
and has fulfilled its commitment to in¬ 
troduce the agent of change principle 
in the new National Planning Policy 
Framework,” he said. 

“This is great news for musicians 
and music lovers whose voice has been 
loud and has now been heard.” 

UK Music CEO Michael Dugher 
said: “The introduction of agent of 
change in the NPPF marks a pivotal 
moment in the fight to protect under 
threat music venues. 

Local authorities are legally bound 
to comply with the NPPF meaning all 
committees must consider the princi¬ 
ple when making decisions on appli¬ 
cations and in framing their planning 
policy. 

Driver faces court

A MAN has appeared in court over a 
collision in which a mother and her 
newborn baby were injured. 

Andrew Rose, aged 33, is charged 
with causing serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving, and grievous bodily 
harm, and driving without a licence 
or insurance. The charges relate to an 
incident on the A34 Walsall Road, in 
Great Barr, on September 23, 2017. 

A 28-year-old woman was pushing 
her four-day-old baby in a pram across 
the dual carriageway near Beeches 
Road when they were struck. The 
mother suffered a serious head injury 
and multiple fractures. 

Rose, of Trinity Road, Aston, ap¬ 
peared before Birmingham magis¬ 
trates and was remanded in custody 
to appear at the city’s crown court on 
August 22.

New life for factory with £l0m deal

THE one-time home of the legendary 
Boulton Paul Defiant night fighter is 
being brought back into use by a flat- 
pack furniture company as part of a 
£10 million investment. 

Seconique, from Wednesbury, has 
bought the former aircraft factory on 
Wobaston Road, Pendeford, Wolver¬ 
hampton, after securing backing for 
its investment plans from Allied Irish 
Bank (GB). The 450,000 sq ft building 
has undergone major renovation to 
become a warehouse and offices after 
more than 75 years as an aircraft 
factory. That ended in 2012 when 


the Moog aerospace company moved 
over the road to a new £20m factory 
on the i54 site. It is now the base for 
Seconique, which is one of the UK’s 
largest independent importers and 
wholesalers of flat-pack furniture. 
Formed in 1986 and with an annual 
turnover in the region of £2 7m, Sec¬ 
onique is in the process of moving 
from Woden Road, Wednesbury, to its 
new home. 

The 17.5-acre site was once home to 
the Boulton Paul aircraft plant, which 
produced the famous Defiant night 
fighter in the Second World War. To 


mark this heritage Seconique has re¬ 
named the building as Boulton House. 

The management and 92 staff will 
transfer to the new site towards the 
end of this month. Seconique ex¬ 
pects to recruit more in the next few 
months as its trading expands. 

Managing director Helen Barker 
said: “Seconique has been something 
of a sleeping giant but owning our 
own HQ gives us a great platform to 
move forward.” 

She added: “We’ve also been fasci¬ 
nated to be approached by people who 
used to work for Boulton Paul.” 



A QUICK-THINKING youngster saved 
his diabetic great-grandfather’s life . . 
. by feeding him Jelly Babies. 

Six-year-old Aiden Smith had gone to stay 
with Brian Clark, who has type two diabetes, 
when he had a hypoglycaemic attack and was 
in danger of slipping into a coma. 

It was the first time in three weeks that Aiden, 
a pupil at Bentley West Primary School in Walsall, 
had been able to stay with Brian as the 73-year-old 
had been suffering from health issues - and what 
great timing. 

The hero youngster used a ‘finger-prick test’ to 
measure his great-grandfather’s blood sugar levels 
and realised they had dropped dangerously low. 

He then grabbed Jelly Babies from one of Brian’s 
bedside draws and fed them to him. 

Cool Aiden said: “I went to see grandad and 
thought he did not look well so I found the fin¬ 
ger-prick machine and checked his blood sugar lev¬ 
els. I had seen grandad use that before so I knew 
what to do. When I saw how low his blood sugar 
levels were, they were on 1.0,1 found the Jelly Ba¬ 
bies he keeps in a draw next to the bed and gave 
him one.” 

Brian’s levels eventually rose to a safe 3.4 on the 
test. Aiden added: “I also got him some Lucozade. 
He was much better after that.” 

Aiden’s mother Hayley Farren, from Walsall, 
said: “It’s fantastic. I’m so proud of that little boy, 
how many six-year-olds can do that? He saved his 
great-grandad’s life. Aiden’s been poorly himself 
and was suffering from asthma attacks in Decem¬ 
ber, so to step up at six and do what he did, it’s 
amazing. 

“Everyone in the family has been used to see¬ 
ing grandad inject his insulin and we’ve always 
watched it and all know about it. 

“We know Aiden has seen it but we never ex¬ 
pected he would be able to go through this whole 
process to help his great-grandad. It’s funny that 
Aiden actually doesn’t like Jelly Babies himself, but 
he knows that grandad needed them.” 

Hayley added: “He’s like a sponge, he soaks 
everything in and when needed he can use what 
he has learned.” 

Wolverhampton’s New Cross Hospital, where 
Aiden is treated for asthma, handed him a certif¬ 
icate recognising his bravery.

What a lot 
of fuss over 
university 
billboard 

LAST week, somebody who styled her¬ 
self as “Dr Helen Dexter of Leicester 
University” posted an advertisement for 
Wolverhampton University on social me¬ 
dia, with the comment “This image is so 
offensive I am amazed anyone thought it 
was appropriate. Please withdraw it im¬ 
mediately.” 

I looked at it, and then looked at it 
again. I could not see anything remote¬ 
ly offensive. Admittedly, I couldn’t un¬ 
derstand what it was about either, just a 
young girl, presumably a student, talking 
to a group of children, presumably in Af¬ 
rica. With the slogan “If you want to ex¬ 
plore new worlds, start here.” 

It is a hopeless advert, but then again, 
roadside billboards seldom give confi¬ 
dence in an academic institution. When 
was the last time you saw one for Oxford 
or Cambridge? 

But while it seems a rather silly way to 
promote its courses, I fail to see how any¬ 
body could possibly be offended. Thank¬ 
fully, Dr Helen’s fellow travellers were 
happy to explain. 

Now I’m always sceptical about 
non-medics who preface their name with 
the title “Dr”, particularly on social me¬ 
dia. It seems a bit chippy, a bit like listing 
your O-level grades after your name. But 
when it comes to self-regard, the people 
who took offence seem to be on another 
planet.

Suffering in 
silence on 
dental care 

NEWS that Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council have identified 
health issues and poor lev¬ 
el of care after looking into 
dental care for the elderly in 
care homes highlights the 
problem that affects a group 
who suffer in silence. 

These elderly patients 
often suffer serious dental 
problems, unable to use 
their dentures to eat, re¬ 
sulting in a poor diet, giving 
them extra stress which will 
increase their risk of demen¬ 
tia and increase their risk of 
other health problems and 
was certainly my experience 
when a practising dentist. 

Fewer than two per cent 
of the NHS dental budget 
is used to treat patients in 
care homes. A similar inves¬ 
tigation needs to be carried 
out in Walsall care homes as 
I suspect this issue is also 
present here and needs to be 
addressed. This could lead 
to considerable improve¬ 
ment in the quality of life 
amongst some of the most 
frail members of our society.

Race to get 
aquatics 
centre built 
for Games 


A ‘ROBUST’ plan is needed as soon as possi¬ 
ble to ensure a multi-million pound aquatics 
centre is built in time for the 2022 Common¬ 
wealth Games, a new report has revealed. 

The project to build the swimming centre in 
Smethwick has been marked as ‘red’ in a report, 
suggesting concerns on whether it will be delivered 


on time. 

The report said Sandwell 
Council risks ‘significant 
reputational damage’ if the 
£60m centre cannot be de¬ 
livered on time or on budget. 

The aquatics centre will 
host swimming and diving 
at the Birmingham games 
in four years’ time. 

Scope 

Once the Games are over, 
it will be used as a leisure 
centre. Funding will be de¬ 
livered by Commonwealth 
Games organisers. 

The report said: “If the 
council does not put in place 
robust project arrangements 
for the successful delivery of 
the aquatic centre to project 
scope, timescales and cost, 
then this will result in sig¬ 
nificant reputational dam¬ 
age to the council.”

Sandwell Council leader 
Steve Eling said he was ‘not 
concerned at this stage’. 
Bosses are aiming to begin 
work early next year and for 
the centre to be complete 
by 2021. But the fixed date 
of the competition means 
the pressure is on to ensure 
there are no delays. 

Councillor Eling said: 
“It is part of a complicated 
Commonwealth Games pro¬ 
ject. If we were delivering 
it on our own it would be a 
much simpler process. The 
risk rating would be smaller 
if we had the whole funding. 

“There are still a number 
of details across the whole 
Commonwealth Games to 
be decided. It’s not some¬ 
thing I’m concerned about 
at this stage.”

Burntwood Town Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Ennis, had expressed an interest 
in buying the premises but ownership 
has been transferred along with the 
post office facility. 

Others also joined the campaign to keep 
the post office in place. 

Councillor Diane Evans, leader of the 
Labour group on Burntwood Town Coun¬ 
cil, pursued an application to designate the 
post office as an Asset of Community Value, 
and Chasetown ward Councillor Sharon 
Banevicius, who represents Chasetown on 
Lichfield District Council, ‘called in’ for dis¬ 
cussion an application to change the prem¬ 
ises to a dental surgery which has now been 
withdrawn. 

Councillor Evans said: “As the post office 
is so important to the local community, the 
Labour councillors felt it necessary to ask 
the district council to nominate it so that it 
cannot be sold for any other purpose. 

“This was successfully achieved so the 
Asset of Community Value remains in place 
for up to five years and even then, if owners 
decide to sell, the council must be notified 
and there will be the opportunity to pur¬ 
chase it as a post office.” 

Councillor Banevicius said: “People have 
been very concerned about the possible loss 
of the post office at Sankey’s Corner, espe¬ 
cially as we have lost our banks, so this is 
good news for our town and we wish the 
new owners and postmaster every success. 

“I think the message to local people is 
that we must use the post office so that it 
remains viable for the future.” 

Cllr Evans added: “While we have won 
this battle, we need to keep a close eye on 
things as the situation can easily change.”

inadequate' rating for 
school in academy switch 



All Saints National Academy, on High Street, Bloxwich 

Donation funds college trip 


A PRIMARY school has been 
ranked ‘inadequate’ follow¬ 
ing its first inspection since 
converting to an academy. 

Ofsted said All Saints Nation¬ 
al Academy, in Bloxwich High 
Street, was failing in its teaching 
and leadership. 

Formerly Bloxwich Church of Eng¬ 
land Primary, the school had previ¬ 
ously been placed in special measures 
after inspectors found it was not mak¬ 
ing enough progress to move away 
from being monitored. 

However, its progress will continue 
to be checked, as, following its first in¬ 
spection in May since converting to an 
academy, Ofsted found the school to be 
‘inadequate’. 

Declined 

The report concludes leadership is 
not good enough and ‘successful co¬ 
horts of children have underachieved’. 

It claims teaching is inadequate, 
the teaching of writing is particularly 
weak, the curriculum is inadequate, 
pupils’ outcomes are significantly 
below those seen nationally and at¬ 
tendance rates have declined. 

The academy currently has two in¬ 
terim principles. Ofsted said the lack 
of a permanent head meant actions to 
improve the teaching quality had not 
been as effective as they might be. 

Ofsted pointed out that pupils’ be¬ 
haviour had improved, staff were com¬ 
mitted to making improvements and 
recent, significant changes in leader¬ 
ship were having a positive impact. 

Early years provision was the only 
category to achieve a ‘good’ rating. A 
‘requires improvement’ rating was at¬ 
tributed to the ‘personal development, 
behaviour and welfare’ category. The 
remaining three categories and the 
overall rating were ‘inadequate’. 


A WALSALL college has received a do¬ 
nation from a regional builder to help 
it take disadvantaged students on a 
week-long annual outward-bound trip 
to Wales.

Health service shake-up 
with surgeries merging 


DOCTORS’ surgeries in Wal¬ 
sall are set to merge under a 
big shake-up of health ser¬ 
vices. 

The move will affect thousands of 
patients as eight practices become 
four, opening from 8am to 6.30pm 
weekdays with some also offering 
evening and weekend appointments. 

Wharf Family Practice, in Pleck 
Road, will move to Forester Street 
joining Sai Medical Practice and 
Manor Medical Centre under one roof. 
The Wharf Family Practice site in 


Pleck Road will close and patients will 
automatically be transferred to the 
new surgery half a mile away. 

Harden Family Practice and 
Coalpool Family Practice, which al¬ 
ready share a premises in Harden 
Road and Blakenall Family Practice in 
Thames Road will merge and become 
one surgery, based across the two sites 
in Harden Road and Thames Road and 
allowing registered patients the abil¬ 
ity to see a GP at both sites. A new 
name for the merged practices may be 
decided in the future.

Authors focus on Fred's 
difficulties in wartime

HE was only a teenager, but 
shoe salesman Fred Spinks 
already had a huge weight 
on his shoulders. 

All three of his brothers were 
serving in the British Army in the 
First World War and his mother 
was a widow. His sister’s husband 
had also been wounded and was on 
his way home. So the 19-year-old, 
who worked at Frisby’s in Walsall, 
applied for absolute exemption to 
conscription on the grounds of con¬ 
science and hardship to his family. 

A local tribunal gave him a one- 
month temporary exemption. Less 
than a year later, Mr Spinks, who 


had lived in Hednesford, died in 
action in France while serving the 
10th Battalion Lincolnshire Regi¬ 
ment. 

Mr Spinks’ tribunal was one of 
thousands held as a result of peo¬ 
ple appealing under the Military 
Service Act 1916 not to be enrolled 
in the Armed Forces. His story 
features in a new book called Who 
Does Want to Ki ll Anyone, written 
by Gerry Barton and John Babb. 

The book includes many other 
case studies, most obtained through 
Staffordshire Records Book. 

Mr Barton said: “Fred Spinks’ 
story is typical of the many in South 
Staffordshire who sought exemp¬ 


tion from conscription on grounds 
of conscience. 

“Unlike Fred, most of them had 
their beliefs vigorously interrogated 
by the local tribunals. 

“Many of them presented well-ar¬ 
gued, written support and with¬ 
stood very hostile questioning. 

“In 1921, the Government or¬ 
dered the destruction of all tribu¬ 
nal files, but some were discovered 
in the Staffordshire Records Office 
and thanks to their work in preserv¬ 
ing them, we’ve been able to put to¬ 
gether this detailed story.”

CHILDREN kicked off their shoes 
and walked out barefoot to cele¬ 
brate the start of the summer hol¬ 
idays, helping out a charity to boot. 

Pupils at Landywood Primary 
in Great Wyrley, left their shoes 
behind at the end of term so they 
could be sent to disadvantaged chil¬ 
dren in 35 different countries. 

It was part of the Toe to Toe 
Project, where children’s shoes all 
across the country are sent to Sal’s 
Shoes charity and then shipped off 
to other youngsters. 

Headteacher at the Holly Lane

ARSONISTS are suspected of 
setting fire to a field of crops, 
sending plumes of black smoke 
skywards.

“The blaze involved a 38-acre field of 
standing corn, of which 75 per cent was de¬ 
stroyed. Crews spent some time dampening 
down at the scene.” 

Smoke from the fire in Fishley Lane 
could be seen from miles around. 

Gorse 

Members of the Bloxwich crew tweeted a 
picture from the scene under the hashtag 
#arsonisacrime 

Meanwhile, firefighters tackled a large 
grass fire in Rugeley. Crews from Rugeley, 
Cannock, Lichfield and Chase Terrace were 
sent to the scene on the Peartree estate at 
2pm on Saturday. The fire involved 300 
square metres of gorse land. 

A spokesman for Staffordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “At one point we had 
four main jets and one hose reel at the 
scene.The fire was on scrub land on what 
residents call the Peartree estate. It was 
approximately 300 square metres of land 
alight.” 

Firefighters are warning people about 
the dangers of deliberately starting a fire 
in open areas following a blaze at a Black 
Country nature reserve. Three crews from 
Dudley and Haden Cross fire stations were 
called to Saltwells Nature Reserve on Fri¬ 
day night to tackle a bush fire. 

A West Midlands Fire Service spokesman 
said: “Arson is a crime. If you see someone 
deliberately setting a fire, report it to fire 
and police immediately.”

Flooding wreaks havoc after 
pipe bursts on maior road 


A MAJOR road remained 
closed until Tuesday after 
a burst water pipe caused 
havoc across the region. 

Flood water wrecked homes 
and drivers faced long delays 
after the pipe burst close to the 
busy Burnt Tree Junction. 

Water was up to a foot deep in 
places along the A4123 New Bir¬ 
mingham Road in Tividale. 

The burst water main saw water 
gush through five houses in the 
nearby area with living rooms and 
kitchens affected . 

Oakthorpe Gardens - backing 
onto the New Birmingham Road - 
was hit after the water fell down a 
bank behind the homes. 

Water was ‘gushing’ through 
Frances Markley’s house in the 
street, which backs onto the Bir¬ 
mingham New Road. 

The devastated 86-year-old’s 
home was the worst affected by the 
burst pipe and water was up to four 
inches deep in her kitchen. 

She said: “The girl down the 
way knocked round on my door at 
5.30am and asked if I was all right. 

“I asked why and she said there 
was all water everywhere. It was 
coming off the New Road. 

“My lounge and kitchen is all 
soaked - it was about three or four 
inches in the kitchen. My carpet is 
soaking wet. It all came from off the 
main road. The water was gushing 
and took my wheelie bin from out¬ 
side my kitchen door. 

“We want to smile really - I had 
someone coming to wash my con¬ 
servatory and clean the slabs in the 
garden today. 

“It’s upset me but it could have 
been worse I suppose.”

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Tree damage costs 
taxpayers £320,000 

DAMAGE to homes caused by council-owned trees in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire has cost the taxpayer 
more than £320,000 in just four years. 

New figures reveal the cash settlements made by coun¬ 
cils, including £18,776 in Sandwell for a tree which fell 
on a garage and home. Walsall Council paid out £18,200 
for damage caused to a patio by roots and Dudley Council 
£14,450 for property subsistence caused by roots. 

Wolverhampton Council did not pay out for one claim 
relating to home damage caused by trees. 

In Walsall, where the council settled £93,683 over 37 
cases, Councillor Louise Harrison, cabinet member for the 
environment, said: “The council’s approach to tree risk 
management ensures it meets its statutory obligations as 
a responsible tree owner, as detailed in Walsall’s Urban 
Forestry Strategy.” 


Drivers hit with £70,000 
parking fines in one street 


DRIVERS have paid out al¬ 
most £70,000 in fines over 
the past three years in one 
street in Walsall. 

Motorists penalised for park¬ 
ing illegally in Bridge Street 
have had to pay out a total of 
£69,884 since 2015. 

A similar amount was forked out 
by drivers falling foul of traffic war¬ 
dens on High Street. 

A total of £578,349 worth of fines 
was paid to Walsall Council last year. 


On the top 10 roads alone, drivers 
forked out £138,521 in 2015/16, ris¬ 
ing the following year to £154,465 
and again last year to £163,517. 

A Freedom of Information request 
revealed the places where drivers are 
most likely to be collared by traffic 
wardens. 

Money brought in from fines in 
Bridge Street has risen over each 
of the last three years, peaking at 
£27,680 in 2017/18. 

High Street fines have brought in 
£69,168, since 2015/16. making up 


the top 10 were Lower Hall Lane, 
Fraser Street, Lichfield Street, Sta¬ 
tion Street, Bradford Street, Goodall 
Street, Hatherton Street and Tower 
Street. 

Figures also revealed Walsall 
Council made £725,957 from park¬ 
ing charges both on streets and car 
parks in 2017/18. 

Labour councillor Diane Cough- 
lan said: “Parking restrictions are in 
place and if people are not going to 
adhere to them unfortunately they 
have got to be fined.” 


Health trust makes 
apology over death 

A MENTAL health trust which failed to respond to a young 
woman who then killed herself has apologised to her fami¬ 
ly. Dudley and Walsall Mental Health Partnership has also 
carried out a ‘thorough investigation’ following the death 
of Katarzyna Woloncewicz. 

An inquest heard how the 20-year-old, from Halesowen, 
had called the trust’s Dudley Talking Therapy Services 
multiple times but never received a call-back. Suffering de¬ 
pression and anxiety, she was found dead from asphyxia on 
March 29 this year, weeks before turning 21. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “The death of Katarzyna 
was a very tragic event and we would like to repeat our 
sincerest condolences to her family. We have completed a 
thorough investigation and will be making improvements 

At the inquest at Black Country Coroners Court, assis¬ 
tant coroner Emma Whitting said Kasia committed suicide.

As 
standard, they’re fitted with 16-inch alloy 
wheels, cruise control and a seven-inch 
touchscreen infotainment system with 
Bluetooth connectivity, along with support for 
Android Auto and Apple CarPlay. 

Special 

Blue Edition trim comes next in the range 
and is a special-edition model at launch, 
bringing all the equipment over from ‘2’ and 
adding 17-inch alloys, privacy glass, electric 
folding mirrors, rear parking sensors and LED 
headlights. 

The infotainment screen is also upgraded 
to eight inches and gains a TomTom sat nav.

A sensible car that's worth a look at 



There’s more than a passing resemblance to the larger Insignia Sports Tourer, which is no bad thing - it’s a handsome 


By James Parker 

Vauxhall. Estate. Diesel. Not exactly words 
that get the heartstrings twanging, are 
they? 

Yet those in the market for a truly sensible 
car - rather than an exciting or interesting 
one - would do well to consider them. This is 
the Vauxhall Astra Sports Tourer - or estate, if 
you look past the marketing gobbledegook. 

It’s based on the latest Mk7 Astra, giving it a 
good starting point to work from, and offers a 
range of efficient engines alongside a usefully 
practical body. 

The Astra is one of the most popular car 
models in the UK’s motoring history, so there’s 
very little that won’t feel instantly familiar to 
most buyers. Despite this, there’s actually a lot 
that’s changed over the previous-generation 
model, which this car replaced back in 2015. 

The Astra is 200kg lighter than the model it 
replaces, and crucially for tech-savvy modern 
buyers the dashboard is far simpler and more 
high-tech. 

In the transition from hatch to estate, very 
little has changed - there’s just that extra 
bodywork above the rear axle, along with a 
chrome styling line to mark this out as the 
Sports Tourer model. 

There are a few petrol engines on offer, 
but provided you do enough miles we’d 
recommend the diesel engine that came 
with our test car. It’s Vauxhall’s own 1.6-litre 
‘Whisper’ diesel, and it’s ideally matched to 
the Astra-smooth, powerful enough and 
remarkably refined - a brief burble when 
setting off soon settles down. It’s capable of 
0-60mph in 9.3 seconds - not exactly speedy, 
but with a decent slug of mid-range torque 
you won’t struggle to keep up with traffic. 



The dashboard is easy to navigate 

It’s also very efficient, returning nearly 
60mpg during our time with the car. 

On the petrol front, there’s a 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder that’s probably best avoided if you’re 
planning on using the car’s ample carrying 
capacity, a brace of 1.4-litre turbos and a 
1.6-litre with 197bhp. 

Given that this is an inherently sensible 
diesel estate car, you might be expecting it 
to be a bit rubbish to drive. But that’s not the 
case at all. 

The Astra is particularly well-balanced, 
remaining taut enough to resist body roll while 
staying comfortable over most surfaces. This 
car is a top-drawer motorway cruiser, with a 
relaxed sixth gear gait and decent refinement. 

There’s a firm edge to the ride around town, 
however, and the steering is a little over-light. 
It’s this latter point that prevents the Astra from 
being really entertaining despite good grip in 
the corners. 

Vauxhall doesn’t offer a sporting model of 
the Astra like it does with the Insignia, so if you 


crave something with more panache you’ll 
need to opt for a rival. 

There’s more than a passing resemblance to 
the larger Insignia Sports Tourer, which is no 
bad thing - it’s a handsome car. The Astra’s 
proportions are slightly less easy on the eye, 
with the stubby estate boot a fair bit less 
graceful than its bigger sibling. It also misses 
out on the latest Vauxhall corporate grille, 
instead opting for a double-bar arrangement 
that looks a little fussy. 

A chrome line down the car’s windowline 


draws attention to the extra bodywork of 
the estate, while the tailgate is plain and 
inoffensive. Altogether, the Astra package 
is one which seems to be designed to be as 
undivisive as possible - it will blend in instantly 
in any company car park. 

There’s plenty of space for passengers with 
capacious rear seats. As for the dashboard 
design and styling, it’s once again plain and 
inoffensive - though in this case, that’s ideal 
as it means everything is exactly where you 
expect to find it. 


The Astra gets a bad rap for being ‘just 
another Vauxhall’ but it honestly deserves 
more than that. 

It’s a good-to-drive and reasonably practical, 
with some of the best diesel engines available 
in this class. 

Sure, it’s not exciting - but not a lot 
in this class is, and the Astra’s ubiquity 
and popularity mean it should be pretty 
dependable. If you’re looking at a Golf or 
Focus Estate, think carefully about test-driving 
an Astra, too.

Ace Allen has lived his 
life through basketball 


PLAYING in front of 5,000 fans, winning 
two British Basketball League play-off 
titles and earning five England caps for 
good measure. 

For someone who didn’t start playing basket¬ 
ball until his teenage years - because he was 
embarrassed about his height - Clive Allen en¬ 
joyed a truly stellar career. 

Growing up in the West Midlands, Allen began his 
sporting life playing football and trying to blend in 
with his classmates. But his talent would eventually 
help him win a scholarship in America, leading to a 
15-year career with the Birmingham Bullets when 
the sport was really rocking in the region. 

“When I was at school I hated being tall and I 
didn’t want to be involved in anything that showed 
that,” said Allen. “At Hillcrest School, in Netherton, 
there weren’t too many black people and I didn’t 
want to stand out any more, so I didn’t start playing 
basketball until I left. 

“Mike Landell, who was a Great Britain basketball 
player from Dudley, was the person who got me into 
the sport. He encouraged me to go for my first trial 
when I was about 16 to 17. 

Redundant 

“But Dave Fisher, who was the coach at the time, 
said I wasn’t good enough for the senior squad and I 
was also too old for the under-17s. I was told to come 
back in about a year.” 

Allen is now head coach at West Bromwich Albion 
Basketball Academy, which comes under the Sport¬ 
ing Albion umbrella and is directly linked with the 
football team. The 56-year-old has eaten, lived and 
breathed basketball since deciding to take the sport 
seriously and has come a long way from working in 
a factory. 

“I was working at Grazebrookes Foundries in Dud¬ 
ley, but was made redundant,” he said. “I started get¬ 
ting back into sport again and it was while playing 
football at the Aston Villa Leisure Centre I was asked 
by someone to switch sports. I started playing in the 
Sandwell Central League for Sandwell Basketball 
Club. 

“I was playing in the Central League when the 
coach from Bullets saw me and took me down for an-

other trial - and then offered me a contract. The first 
season I probably played, what felt like, five minutes, 
but every time I came on the crowd loved it because 
of the effort and hustle I put in.” 

Allen’s efforts eventually saw him land a scholar¬ 
ship to play at Northwest Nazarene University, in 
Idaho, which was a Christian College. He also studied 
to become a social worker. But his American adven¬ 
ture was cut short after his wife fell pregnant with 
his daughter, Dominique, who herself is now a Great 
Britain and England international. 

“My wife wanted our baby to be born in the UK 
so we came back from US a little early,” said Allen, 
who played most of his career as a power forward or 
at centre. 

“I started playing for the Bullets again and play¬ 
ing in America was such a learning curve and it had 
transformed my game. At the time, in BBL, a lot of 
British players sat on the bench because it was taken 
over by Americans, like Premiership football today 
really. 

“But we had a really strong team in the 90s, with 
Nigel Lloyd, Fab Flournoy, Tony Dorsey, Tony Simms 
and Reggie Kirk. But one of the main things was we 
always had a really good relationship with each other 
and also the fans.” 

Allen - who enjoyed two stints with the Bullets, 
from 1985-87 and then 1988-2001 - first won the BBL 
play-off finals in 1995/96, but said the second title in 
1997/98, also at Wembley Arena, was the pinnacle of 
his playing career. 

“A year later, however, the squad was left with just 
five senior players. But the lack of resources once 


again made the team a stronger unit. Winning the fi¬ 
nals in 1998 was my greatest moment but a few years 
later, when it didn’t work out with some of the Amer¬ 
ican players, it just left of five of us. That was Lloyd, 
Kirk, Simms, Flourney and myself. The Bullets also 
eventually went full circle because when Australian 
Harry Wrublewski took over he wanted to take the 
game from leisure centres and into arenas.” 

Allen’s career was eventually ended due to a condi¬ 
tion called neurosarcoidosis, which affected his spine. 
But once his playing days were over he was able to 
refocus and become one of the Black Country’s most 
prominent coaches. 

After enjoying one last hurrah with the Black 
Country Bears, winning the title after dropping down 
a division, he briefly joined Simms as coach at the 
Aston Athletics basketball team in 2005. 

He became assistant coach at the Milton Keynes 
Lions under Lloyd, then general manager for the Bir¬ 
mingham Panthers, again under Lloyd, during their 
only season, from 2007/08. But a conversation with 
Jamie Bunch, sporting director of the Albion Foun¬ 
dation in 2009, that really shaped his coaching career.

“I dropped down a division and played for the Black 
Country Bears - and won a title - but I had been 
coaching all the way through and launched my own 
Big Sky Basketball academy. 

“I worked with more than 70 schools in one year 
covering Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

“Jamie Bunch then got in contact and wanted to 
follow the Sporting Lisbon way, where there were 
other teams affiliated with the club. I used to run 
basketball sessions at Sir Gilbert Claughton, which 
would end with a big tournament but they wanted to 
set up a team and take it more seriously. 

“I wanted to push it too and through my connec¬ 
tions at the Bullets I met Jamie. 

“We only had two teams when we started at under- 
16 and under-18. Now we have 12, which goes from 
under-14s up to the men’s, which are now linked with 
Wolverhampton University. 

“I also coach at Dudley College and Sandwell Col¬ 
lege too, so there is a bigger network for basketball 
players.”

Heartache as Pelsall miss out on Lord's 


PELSALL saw their dream of a day 
out at Lord’s ended for another year. 

The Birmingham League Division 
Three outfit had battled their way to 
within two games of a Village Knock¬ 
out final showdown at the home of 
cricket but went down to Warwick¬ 
shire League side Fillongley.

Ace Allen has lived his 
life through basketball 


PLAYING in front of 5,000 fans, winning 
two British Basketball League play-off 
titles and earning five England caps for 
good measure. 

For someone who didn’t start playing basket¬ 
ball until his teenage years - because he was 
embarrassed about his height - Clive Allen en¬ 
joyed a truly stellar career. 

Growing up in the West Midlands, Allen began his 
sporting life playing football and trying to blend in 
with his classmates. But his talent would eventually 
help him win a scholarship in America, leading to a 
15-year career with the Birmingham Bullets when 
the sport was really rocking in the region. 

“When I was at school I hated being tall and I 
didn’t want to be involved in anything that showed 
that,” said Allen. “At Hillcrest School, in Netherton, 
there weren’t too many black people and I didn’t 
want to stand out any more, so I didn’t start playing 
basketball until I left. 

“Mike Landell, who was a Great Britain basketball 
player from Dudley, was the person who got me into 
the sport. He encouraged me to go for my first trial 
when I was about 16 to 17. 

Redundant 

“But Dave Fisher, who was the coach at the time, 
said I wasn’t good enough for the senior squad and I 
was also too old for the under-17s. I was told to come 
back in about a year.” 

Allen is now head coach at West Bromwich Albion 
Basketball Academy, which comes under the Sport¬ 
ing Albion umbrella and is directly linked with the 
football team. The 56-year-old has eaten, lived and 
breathed basketball since deciding to take the sport 
seriously and has come a long way from working in 
a factory. 

“I was working at Grazebrookes Foundries in Dud¬ 
ley, but was made redundant,” he said. “I started get¬ 
ting back into sport again and it was while playing 
football at the Aston Villa Leisure Centre I was asked 
by someone to switch sports. I started playing in the 
Sandwell Central League for Sandwell Basketball 
Club. 

“I was playing in the Central League when the 
coach from Bullets saw me and took me down for an-

other trial - and then offered me a contract. The first 
season I probably played, what felt like, five minutes, 
but every time I came on the crowd loved it because 
of the effort and hustle I put in.” 

Allen’s efforts eventually saw him land a scholar¬ 
ship to play at Northwest Nazarene University, in 
Idaho, which was a Christian College. He also studied 
to become a social worker. But his American adven¬ 
ture was cut short after his wife fell pregnant with 
his daughter, Dominique, who herself is now a Great 
Britain and England international. 

“My wife wanted our baby to be born in the UK 
so we came back from US a little early,” said Allen, 
who played most of his career as a power forward or 
at centre. 

“I started playing for the Bullets again and play¬ 
ing in America was such a learning curve and it had 
transformed my game. At the time, in BBL, a lot of 
British players sat on the bench because it was taken 
over by Americans, like Premiership football today 
really. 

“But we had a really strong team in the 90s, with 
Nigel Lloyd, Fab Flournoy, Tony Dorsey, Tony Simms 
and Reggie Kirk. But one of the main things was we 
always had a really good relationship with each other 
and also the fans.” 

Allen - who enjoyed two stints with the Bullets, 
from 1985-87 and then 1988-2001 - first won the BBL 
play-off finals in 1995/96, but said the second title in 
1997/98, also at Wembley Arena, was the pinnacle of 
his playing career. 

“A year later, however, the squad was left with just 
five senior players. But the lack of resources once 


again made the team a stronger unit. Winning the fi¬ 
nals in 1998 was my greatest moment but a few years 
later, when it didn’t work out with some of the Amer¬ 
ican players, it just left of five of us. That was Lloyd, 
Kirk, Simms, Flourney and myself. The Bullets also 
eventually went full circle because when Australian 
Harry Wrublewski took over he wanted to take the 
game from leisure centres and into arenas.” 

Allen’s career was eventually ended due to a condi¬ 
tion called neurosarcoidosis, which affected his spine. 
But once his playing days were over he was able to 
refocus and become one of the Black Country’s most 
prominent coaches. 

After enjoying one last hurrah with the Black 
Country Bears, winning the title after dropping down 
a division, he briefly joined Simms as coach at the 
Aston Athletics basketball team in 2005. 

He became assistant coach at the Milton Keynes 
Lions under Lloyd, then general manager for the Bir¬ 
mingham Panthers, again under Lloyd, during their 
only season, from 2007/08. But a conversation with 
Jamie Bunch, sporting director of the Albion Foun¬ 
dation in 2009, that really shaped his coaching career.

“I dropped down a division and played for the Black 
Country Bears - and won a title - but I had been 
coaching all the way through and launched my own 
Big Sky Basketball academy. 

“I worked with more than 70 schools in one year 
covering Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

“Jamie Bunch then got in contact and wanted to 
follow the Sporting Lisbon way, where there were 
other teams affiliated with the club. I used to run 
basketball sessions at Sir Gilbert Claughton, which 
would end with a big tournament but they wanted to 
set up a team and take it more seriously. 

“I wanted to push it too and through my connec¬ 
tions at the Bullets I met Jamie. 

“We only had two teams when we started at under- 
16 and under-18. Now we have 12, which goes from 
under-14s up to the men’s, which are now linked with 
Wolverhampton University. 

“I also coach at Dudley College and Sandwell Col¬ 
lege too, so there is a bigger network for basketball 
players.”
